Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Representative started by discussing a brief overall 
summary of the invention and how it differs from the combination of Rakavy in view of Riggan. Applicant's 
Representative furthermore provided arguments as to how Riggan does not qualify as analogous art. Examiner and 
Applicant's Representative discussed possible amendments to the independent claims to further define the scope of 
the claim, specifically the inclusion of how the data packets are downloaded in the "background" and the extra 
bandwidth utilized by this process is negligible and not noticied by the user. Applicant's Representative will discuss 
possible independent claim amendments with the Inventors and the possibility of filing a Request for Continued 
Examination (RCE) to include the proposed amendments. 
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
